splendid 
reception 


rooms in Europe, has been placed in 
readiness 
for 
the 
delegations of the 


various nations as they entered to in- 
augurate the sittings of the full cong- 
l-ess, the entire chamber having been 
rearranged for the 'special purpose to 
Which it is now being put. 
First to catch the eye of the pleni- 


potentiaries entering the hall a statue 
of peace, holding aloft the torch of 
civilization, 
had 
been 
placed. 
This 


heroic marble figure stood directly be- 
hind the chair of Premier Clemenceau 
of France, the 
presiding officer. 
It 


seems as if the statue might have been 
placed in this position to exercise a' 
controlling influence on the delibera- 
tions. 


In front of the statue was spread the 


council table, covered with the tradi- 
tional green baize of diplomacy. This 
table is in the form of a huge horse 
shoe. Across the upper end were nine 
seats d'f honor, for the presidiing. offi- 
cer. the prsicient and 
premiers. 
On 


each side of the -two arms of the .horse 
shoe there were fifteen seats making 
sixty Keats, besides the nine at the 
head of the table. 


Each delegates chair was upholster- 


ed in bright red leather and before 
each place was a complete equipment 
of writing materials. 
The sittings of 


the room- were in a white and gold. 
with a -frescoed 
ceining 
bordered by 
dancing cupids. 
F,our great lustre 


chandeliers 
hung 
from the ceiling. 


while five large windows, looking out 
over the Seine, river cast a flood of 
light over the" sumptuous apartments. 


Leading from the council room was 


another large chamber overlooking the 
gardens. 
To this room the delegates 


can retire for consulations. 
A 
large 


table at one end suggested that re- 
freshments would be served there to 
the delegates. Further on was was a 
gorgeous state 
dining room 
where 


luncheon' and dinner may be served to 
the delegates in case a protracted ses- 
sion is held. The whole suite of rooms 
was suggestive of elegance and beauty 
and the artistic taste of the French. 


With the assembling of the first full 


session of the peace congress today the 
statesmen making rapid progress with 
prospects of the notable assemblage of 
Its work seem enhanced by the appar- 
ent defeat of Bolshevism in Germany. 
thus opening the way to the stabilizing 
of the government and the prospect of 
its being- able to send responsible rep- 
rentativs to the conference. 
The congress is expected to devote 


itself single mindedly to the oration to

Browning Sign Agree- 
ment for Renewal and 
Extension.

The principal terms of the renewal 
are substantially as has -been alreaoy 
reported. In addition there is a clause 


which the allied command reserves 


Lhe right to occupy that part of the 
Strasbourg defenses comprised by the 
forts on the eastern bank of the Rhine 
ind a strip of territory from three to 
six miles beyond. Other clauses pro- 
vide for the substitution for supple- 
mentary railroad material, fixed at 500 
locomotives and 1SOO cars by the pro- 
:ocol of December 17. by large quanti- 
ties of industrial and agricultuaral im- 
>lemcnts and give control of Russian 
prisoners in Germany to allied and as- 
sociated 
delegates 
for 
repatriation. 


Jerman headquarters at Berlin wHl 
ict in collaboration with the allied and 
issoeiated relief organizations in that 
ihase of the work. 


The naval clauses provide that all 


submarines must be turned over, in- 
cluding all submarine cruisers, mine 
avers, sweepers, salvage ships and 
floating docks for submarines. 
They 


also stipulated that the building of all 
submarines must cease and those on 
the stocks must be dismantled or de- 
stroyed under allied supervision. 


Germany undertakes to turn over all 


iHied ships still detained in German 
torts. The clause providing that Ger- 
many shall place her mercantile ma- 


u? at the disposal of the-allies in re- 
turn for food supplies says that the 
agreement in no way effects the filial 
disposal of those ships.

When D. \V. Griffith undertook to . 


make the Western French battlefront 
the background for his great creation, 
"Hearts of the World." which was to 
be a message to the 
world, he pro- 


ceded not alone with the knowledge, 
but with the hearty 
consent and co- 


operation of the British 
and 
French 


war offices. 
No less an 
authority 


than David Lloyd Geo/se himself put 
Great Britain's seal of approval^ upon 
the Griffith eft'ort: in one of. the scenes 
of the prologue to 
"Hearts of 
the 


World"—which prologue was 
uhoto-! 


graphed by the official pinematograph- 
er of the British war office—the great 
minister is shown shaking hands with 
and 
wishing 
"God-speed and 
good 


luck" to the famous director as he is 
leaving for the front line trenches to 
set up his cameras. 


'"I spent several weeks in London 


before going to France." said Mr. Grif- 
fith 
recently. 
"Through 
influential 


friends I had a long conference with 
\tr. Lloyd George, to v.-hem the ob- 
ject of the drama hail already been ex- 


pany us whenever we went near any 
of the battle fields or within the zone 
of fire. 
On three occasions our little 


party was caught unexpectedly in a 
bombardment, and one 
occasion 
we 


spent four hours in a cellar. 


"That four hours underground was 


about the most nerve-iv.ckinc: exper- 
ience I have ever had," continued Sir. 
Griffith. 
"It was not for myself alone 


that I worried, but I felt that I had 
taken my associates into a dangerous 
position and it was necessary for me 
to get out again safely. I don't mind 
adding now- that it is all over that 
Mrs. Gish worried so much over her 
two daughters safety that she lost over 
thirty 
pounds 
during 
her stay in 


France and that Lillian herself faded 
away until she was "fifteen 
pounds 


lighter. 
The only one who did not 


lose weight was Dorothy, who is nat- 
urally of a care-free disposition. Doro- 
thy spent most of her time crying and 
having hysterics during thr;t bombard- 
ment, and I cannot say that I blame 
her. 
The sound of the shells bursting

ily, 
or both. 
"The first, and therefore most ele- 


mental instinct seems to be to duck 
the head, and then comes the urge for

thing I would like to point 


out." added "Mr. Griffith. ';»s that my 
latest pi'oduction is not in' any sense 
a war play but is a love story of the 
great war with the conflict serving 
only as the back ground. I have aimed 
ni this production to gain efforts by 
simplicity. 
I think the time is past 


when producers can impress the pub- 
lic bv giving them a great mass of 
men "in action and by showing battle 
scenes. 
This was alright three years 


ago v.hen "The Birth of a Nation." 
w;;s first given, but since then the pub- 
lic has seen so much of real battle 
fields of Europe, that it is hopeless 
for producers to expect to show any- 
thing gigantic that would interest the 
public."

"One thing Mr. Griffith, questioned 


the interviewer. Is it true that you 
v.-ere wounded unde.- fire?" 
Mr. Grif- 


fith smiled and pulled up his sleeve to 
show a recently healed wound near the 
elbow. 
"That * mark was made by a 


shrapnel bullet." lie said, I went over 
originally before America entered the 
war. 
I was probably the • third Amer- 


ican to ever enter a front line British 
trench 
Jn those days the British care- 


ful iy gua-.-dcd their trenches because 
of possible spies. 
Two American war 


correspondents were reported to be the 
only Americans who had ever been in 
front line trench before I was taken 
there escorted. 
I spent tv/o days in 


the <lug-outs of the British troops un- 
der fire. On one occasion we caught a 
hit of shrapnel and one of the bullets 
caught me in the arm. 
It was only 


a slight wound but I am rather proud 
of ill 
The night before it happened 
I crawled through the barbed wire en-

Mysterious Temple Builders. 


Mexican 
history 
begtin well uigh 


5.0UU years ago, according to I'rescott's 
History. It had « highly skilled popu- 
lation 2.000 or 3,000 years back, who 
built vast temples, many remnants o£ 
which are standing today. Those co- 
lossal stones—niouollths—from which 
they are hewn are often beautifully 
carved. At Oaxaca there are 15 differ- 
ent styles of ornamentation known as 
Grecques. 
They are square, straight 


lines, deeply chiseled in the stone it- 
self, although conjecture cannot settle 
how the wonderful carving was don«. 
These Grecques belong to the Zapotec 
tribes. The Aztec carvings at Xocbi- 
calco and elsewhere are quite different 
in style. They are not Greek in char- 
acter, but depict life. 
Heads of In- 


dians, feather decked; enormous weird 
'serpents, eagles, other living things, 
and terrible gods. 
Again, many ar- 


ticles have been found, including silver 
gods, stone gods, clay gods, with the 
heavy nostrils, thick lips, swollen eyes 
and wig curls of the Egyptians. Arid 
many enormous pyramids are to be 
found in Mexico even today. Ko one 
knows their history.

Read of wars in the 
Bible. 
They are immense pageants. 


The Crusades are great examples "of 
it, and it is always successful during 
limes of war, because of the concen- 
trated effort to win, which binds the 
various peoples together. There is a 
big desire to save humanity. People 
reach a tremendous pitch of excite- 
ment. There is a thrill about every- 
thing. 


"After war there is a tremendous de- 


pression in stimulus. For an example 
of this, witness the great, pageant-like 
peace demonstrations in our big cities 
so recently, when people expressed 


their pent-np emotions. Almost Imme- 
diately afterwards came a depression. 
People, all the more now, demand a 
means of securing a great interest in 
life beyond the peace conference, a 
way of getting together. 
They not 


only want it, but are going to de- 
mand it 


"What we must do now is to make 


pageantry a peace mo\e—to do the 
very things that war does—to unite 
people in their desire to serve humani- 
ty. Just think what it would mean to u
